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(54) ELECTRONIC MAIL SOFTWARE 
(57) Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To automatically transmit routine 
document mail and to surely transmit mail on a date on 
which it is required to transmit the mail by providing a 
routine document storage means and a means for notifying 
a user that it is a transmission scheduled date by voice 
or a dialog or the like. 

SOLUTION: A routine document is prepared and preserved 
in the routine document storage means 3, when the 
routine document is to be transmitted is specified and 
the date and time of transmitting the mail of the 
routine document are stored in the routine document 
storage means 3. Then, whether or not the date and time 
for which the routine document mail transmission date 
and time stored in the routine document storage means 3 
are read from a routine document read means 4 and the 
present time match is judged. In the case that they 
match, in a mail generation means 8, the routine 
document stored in the routine document storage means 3 
is read from the routine document read means 4 and the 

contents of the mail to be transmitted are prepared. A mail address stored in an 
individual information storage means 1 is read by an individual information read means 2 
and the routine document to be transmitted Is prepared.

[The means for s^olving a technical problem] A fixed form document storage means by which this invention 
stores beforehand in a system the docimient with which format, such as a New Year's card, and the shape of a 
midsummer greeting, a Christmas card, has become settled as a fixed form document in order to attain the 
aforementioned purpose, The means which reads a document from the aforementioned fixed form document 
storage means, and a mail generation means to generate an electronic mail docimient from the read fixed form 
docxmient, It considers as the electronic mail software equipped with a transmitting scheduled day storage 
means to memorize when each generated fixed form docimient mail is transmitted, and a notice means of the 
transmitting scheduled day to notify to an user that the transmitting scheduled day came in voice, a dialog, etc. 
[0007] According to this invention, it is ready-for-sending ability automatically about a fixed form document 
mail, and can notify in voice or a dialog that it is the transmitting scheduled day to an user, and sending of a 
mail can be performed certainly on the date which must transmit a mail. 
[0008] 

[Gestalt of implementation of invention] A fixed form document storage means by which invention given in the 
claim 1 of this invention memorizes a fixed form document. The means which reads a fixed form document 
from the aforementioned fixed form document storage means, and a mail creation means to generate the 
document of electronic mail from the read fixed form document, A transmitting scheduled day storage means to 
memorize when each generated fixed form document mail is transmitted. It has a notice means of the 
transmitting scheduled day to notify to an user that the transmitting scheduled day came in voice, a dialog, etc. 
It is the electronic mail software which enabled the notice of being the transmitting scheduled day in voice or 
the dialog to the user, and has operation that sending can be done certainly on the date which must transmit a 
mail of a fixed form document. 

[0009] Invention given in the claim 2 of this invention is set for electronic mail software given in a claim 1. A 
personal information storage means to memorize each people's address, and a transmitting scheduled day 
storage means to memorize the day which was generated from the fixed form document and which transmits a 
fixed form document mail, respectively. When it has a mail automatic-transmission means to transmit a mail 
automatically and the transmitting scheduled day comes The fixed form document mail which is due to be sent 
on that day is automatically made into ready-for-sending ability, and it has operation that sending of a mail can 
be performed automatically on the date which must transmit a mail of the fixed form document to each people. 
[0010] Invention given in the claim 3 of this invention is set for electronic mail software given in a claim 2. The 
item which confirms whether to transmit each fixed form document to a personal information storage means to 
each people is added. It makes it selectable whether a fixed form document is transmitted automatically, judges 
whether it transmits to each people, and has operation that sending of a mail can be performed automatically on 
the date which must transmit a mail. 

[001 1] Invention given in the claim 4 of this invention is set for electronic mail software given in a claim 2. 
Add memorial days, such as a birthday and a wedding anniversary, to a personal information storage means, 
and the fixed form document to each memorial day is added to a fixed form document storage means. 
Automatic transmission of the fixed form document mail by the individual is enabled, and the each people pair 
of the fixed form document is carried out [ aforementioned ] to memorial days, such as each people's birthday, 
and a wedding anniversary, and it has operation that sending of a mail can be performed automatically. 
[0012] Hereafter, the gestalt of enforcement of this invention is explained with reference to a drawing. 
(Gestalt 1 of enforcement) The gestalt 1 of enforcement of this invention is explained using the flow chart in the 
electronic mail software of the gestalt 1 of enforcement of the functional block diagram of the electronic mail 
software of the gestalt 1 of enforcement of this invention of drawing 1 , and this invention of drawing 5 . 
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[0013] The electronic mail software of the gestalt 1 of this enforcement A personal information storage means 1 
to memorize the personal information of an individual name, the address, and the mail address as shown in the 
functional block diagram of drawing 1 , The personal information read-out means 2 which reads the personal 
information memorized by the personal information storage means 1, A fixed form document storage means 3 
to make the document wifli which format called the shape of a New Year's card or a midsummer greeting and a 
Christmas card has become settled memorize as a fixed form document beforehand. The fixed form document 
read-out means 4 which reads the document memorized by the fixed form document storage means 3, The date 
read-out means 5 which reads the time of a system, and a date generation means 6 to acquire the present time 
fi*om the value read fi-om the date read-out means 5, It has a date check means 7 to compare with the present 
time the transmitting time stored in the fixed form document storage means 3, a mail generation means 8 to 
generate the mail for transmitting fi-om a personal information and a fixed form document information, and the 
alert means 9 for urging to it being the time which carries out mail sending at an user. 

[0014] Below, according to the flow chart of drawing 5 , a procedure until it transmits the fixed form document 
mail by the aforementioned electronic mail software is explained. 

[0015] In SI, it is waiting for the event of whether the user chose the mail creation or the user chose mail 
sending, the user chose the electronic mail software end, or the time interval specified beforehand left, and 
when one of events are inputted, it shifts to S2. 

[0016] In S2, it judges whether the mail creation was chosen. When a mail creation is chosen, it jumps to S4, 
otherwise, it shifts to S3. 

[0017] It specifies when by S4, the shape of a New Year's card and a midsummer greeting, a Christmas card, 
and a fixed form docimient are created, and it saves for the fixed form document storage means 3, and creates 
by S5, and a fixed form document is transmitted, the time which transmits a mail of a fixed form document to 
the fixed form document storage means 3 is memorized like S4, and it returns to the event waiting of SI. 
[0018] It judges whether it is the event which shows that the time set beforehand came by S3. When it is the 
event which shows that the time set beforehand came, it jumps to S7, and when that is not right, it shifts to S6. 
[0019] In S7, a system time is read fi-om the date read-out means 5, and the present time is acquired with the 
date generation means 5. 

[0020] In S8, it judges whether it is in agreement with the time which read the fixed form docimient mail 
transmitting time memorized by the fixed form document storage means 3 fi^om the fixed form document read- 
out means 4, and the present time. In not being in agreement, it returns to the event waiting of SI, and when in 
agreement, it shifts to S9. 

[0021] In S9, the content of the mail which reads the fixed form docimient memorized by the fixed form 
document storage means 3 fi'om the fixed form document read-out means 4, and is transmitted with the mail 
generation means 8 is created, the mail address memorized by the personal information storage means 1 is read 
by the personal information read-out means 2, and the fixed form docimient to transmit is created. If the mail to 
transmit is ready, the dialog for directing to an user that there is a mail to transmit will be displayed, and it will 
return to the event waiting of SI . 

[0022] In S6, when it judged whether mail sending was chosen by the user, it jumps to SI 1 when it is judged 
that mail sending was chosen, otherwise, it judges, it shifts to SIO. 

[0023] In SI 1, the mail already created by S9 is transmitted and it retums to the event waiting of SI. 
[0024] In SIO, when it judges whether the end of electronic mail software was chosen and it is judged that the 
end was chosen, processing is ended, when it is judged that it was chosen except the end, processing 
corresponding to the event is performed, and it retums to the event waiting of SI. 

[0025] (Gestalt 2 of enforcement) The gestalt 2 of enforcement of this invention is explained using the flow 
chart in the electronic mail software of the gestalt 2 of enforcement of the fimctional block diagram of the 
electronic mail software of the gestalt 2 of enforcement of this invention of drawing 2 , and this invention of 
drawing 6 . 

[0026] The electronic mail software of the gestalt 2 of this enforcement A personal information storage means 
10 to memorize the personal information of an individual name, the address, and the mail address as shown in 
the fimctional block diagram of drawing 2 , The personal information read-out means 1 1 which reads the 
personal information memorized by the personal information storage means 10, The shape of a New Year's card 
or a midsummer greeting, and a fixed form document storage means 12 to make the document with which 
format called a Christmas card has become settled memorize as a fixed form document beforehand. The fixed 
form format read-out means 13 which reads the document memorized by the fixed form document storage 
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means 12, The date read-out means 14 which reads the time of a system, and a date generation means 15 to 
acquire the present time from the value read from the date read-out means 14, A date check means 16 to 
compare with the present time the transmitting time stored in the fixed form docxmient storage means 12, It has 
a mail generation means 17 to generate the mail for transmitting from a personal information and a fixed form 
document information, and a mail automatic-transmission means 18 to transmit a mail automatically if it 
becomes the time which carries out mail sending. 

[0027] That is, the electronic mail software of the gestalt 2 of this enforcement has the characteristic feature to 
have equipped the electronic mail software of the gestalt 1 of the aforementioned implementation with a mail 
automatic-transmission means 18 to transmit a mail automatically if it becomes the time which carries out mail 
sending. 

[0028] According to the flow chart of drawing 6 , a procedure until it transmits the fixed form document mail 
by this electronic mail software is explained below, 

[0029] In SI 2, it is waiting for the event of whether the user chose the mail creation or the user chose mail 
sending, the user chose the electronic mail software end, or the time interval specified beforehand left, and 
when one of events are inputted, it shifts to SI 3. 

[0030] In S13, it judges whether the mail creation was chosen. When a mail creation is chosen, it jumps to S15, 
otherwise, it shifts to SI 4. 

[0031] The shape of a New Year's card and a midsummer greeting, a Christmas card, and a fixed form 
document are created, and it saves for the fixed form docxmient storage means 12, and by SI 6, it specifies when 
the created fixed form docimient is transmitted, the time which transmits a mail of a fixed form docxunent to the 
fixed form docimient storage means 12 is memorized like SI 5, and it retums to the event waiting of S 12 SI 5. 
[0032] It judges whether it is the event which shows that the time set beforehand came by SI 4. When it is the 
event which shows that the time set beforehand came, it jimips to SI 7, and when that is not right, it shifts to 
S20. 

[0033] In S17, a system time is read from the date read-out means 14, and the present time is acquired with the 
date generation means 15. 

[0034] In SIS, it judges whether it is in agreement with the time which read the fixed form document mail 
transmitting time memorized by the fixed form document storage means 12 from the fixed form document read- 
out means 13, and the present time. In not being in agreement, it retums to the event waiting of SI 2, and when 
in agreement, it shifts to SI 9. 

[0035] The mail address memorized by the personal information storage means 10 is read by the personal 
information read-out means 1 1 , and the fixed form document to transmit is created, and the content of the mail 
which reads the fixed form document memorized by the fixed form document storage means 12 from the fixed 
form document read-out means 13 with the mail generation means 17 by SI 9, and is transmitted is created, and 
it retums [ it is automatic, a mail is transmitted and ] to the event waiting of SI 2. 

[0036] In S20, when it judges whether the end of electronic mail software was chosen and it is judged that the 
end was chosen, processing is ended, when it is judged that it was chosen except the end, processing 
corresponding to the event is performed, and it retums to the event waiting of S12. 

[0037] (Gestalt 3 of enforcement) The gestalt 3 of enforcement of this invention is explained using the flow 
chart in the electronic mail software of the gestalt 3 of enforcement of the fimctional block diagram of the 
electronic mail software of the gestalt 3 of enforcement of this invention of drawing 3 , and this invention of 
drawing 7 . 

[0038] The electronic mail software of the gestalt 3 of this enforcement A fixed form document storage means 
19 to make the docvmient with which format called the shape of a New Year's card or a midsummer greeting 
and a Christmas card has become settled memorize as a fixed form document beforehand as shown in the 
fimctional block diagram of drawing 3 , The fixed form document read-out means 20 which reads the document 
memorized by the fixed form document storage means 19, An individual name, the address, and a personal 
information storage means 21 to memorize the personal information of the mail address, A fixed form mail 
transmitting selection means 22 to specify the partner who transmits a fixed form dociunent, The personal 
information read-out means 23 which reads the personal information memorized by the personal information 
storage means 21, The date read-out means 24 which reads the time of a system, and a date generation means 
25 to acquire the present time from the value read from the date read-out means 24, A date check means 26 to 
compare with the present time the transmitting time stored in the fixed form document storage means 19, It has 
a mail generation means 27 to generate the mail for transmitting from a personal information and a fixed form 
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document information, and a mail automatic-transmission means 28 to transmit a mail automatically if it 
becomes the time which carries out mail sending. 

[0039] That is, it has the characteristic feature for the electronic mail software of the gestalt 3 of this 
enforcement to have been equipped with a fixed form mail transmitting selection means 22 to specify the 
partner who transmits a fixed form document to the electronic mail software of the gestalt 1 of the 
aforementioned implementation. 

[0040] According to the flow chart of drawing 7 , a procedure imtil it transmits the fixed form document mail 
by this electronic mail software is explamed below. 

[0041] In S21, it is waiting for the event of whether the user chose the mail creation or the user chose mail 
sending, the user chose the electronic mail software end, or the time interval specified beforehand left, and 
when one of events are inputted, it shifts to S22. 

[0042] In S22, it judges whether the mail creation was chosen. When a mail creation is chosen, it jumps to S24, 
otherwise, it shifts to S24- 

[0043] The shape of a New Year's card and a midsummer greeting, a Christmas card, and a fixed form 
document are created, and it saves for the fixed form document storage means 19, and by S25, it specifies when 
the created fixed form document is transmitted, and the time which transmits a mail of a fixed form document 
to the fixed form document storage means 19 is memorized like S24 S24. In S25, by the fixed form mail 
transmitting selection means 22, the address which transmits the fixed form document mail created by S24 is 
chosen, and it returns to the event waiting of S21 . 

[0044] It judges whether it is the event which shows that the time set beforehand came by S23. When it is the 
event which shows that the time set beforehand came, it jumps to S27, and when that is not right, it shifts to 
S31. 

[0045] In S27, a system time is read fi-om the date read-out means 24, and the present time is acquired with the 
date generation means 25. 

[0046] In S28, it judges whether it is in agreement with the time which read the fixed form document mail 
transmitting time memorized by the fixed form docimient storage means 19 fi-om the fixed form document read- 
out means 20, and the present time. In not being in agreement, it returns to the event waiting of S21, and when 
in agreement, it shifts to S29. 

[0047] The content of the mail which reads the fixed form document memorized by the fixed form document 
storage means 19 fi-om the fixed form document read-out means 20, and is transmitted with the mail generation 
means 27 in S29 is created. By the personal information read-out means 23, the address which must be 
transmitted from the mail ad<i-ess memorized by the personal information storage means 21 is chosen, and it 
reads, and the fixed form document to transmit is created, it is automatic, a mail is transmitted, and it returns to 
the event waiting of S21 . 

[0048] In S3 1, when it judges whether the end of electronic mail software was chosen and it is judged that the 
end was chosen, processing is ended, when it is judged that it was chosen except the end, processing 
corresponding to the event is performed, and it retums to the event waiting of S21 . 

[0049] (Gestalt 4 of enforcement) The gestalt 4 of enforcement of this invention is explained using the flow 
chart in the electronic mail software of the gestalt 4 of enforcement of the fimctional block diagram of the 
electronic mail software of the gestalt 4 of enforcement of this invention of drawing 4 , and this invention of 
drawing 8 . 

[0050] The electronic mail software of the gestalt 4 of this enforcement A fixed form document storage means 
29 to make the docmnent with which format called the shape of a New Year's card or a midsvunmer greeting 
and a Christmas card has become settled memorize as a fixed form document beforehand as shown in the 
fimctional block diagram of drawing 4 , The fixed form docxmient read-out means 30 which reads the docxmient 
memorized by the fixed form dociunent storage means 29, A memorial day setting means 3 1 to set up an 
individual memorial day, and an individual name, the address and a personal information storage means 32 to 
memorize the personal information of the mail address. The personal information read-out means 33 which 
reads the personal information memorized by the personal information storage means 32, The date read-out 
means 34 which reads the time of a system, and a date generation means 35 to acquire the present time from the 
value read from the date read-out means 34, A date check means 36 to compare with the present time the 
transmitting time stored in the fixed form docxunent storage means 29, It has a mail generation means 37 to 
generate the mail for transmitting from a personal information and a fixed form docvmient information, and a 
mail automatic-transmission means 38 for it to be automatic and to transmit a mail when it becomes the time 
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which carries out mail sending. 

[0051] That is, it has the characteristic feature for the electronic mail software of the gestalt 4 of this 
enforcement to have been equipped with a memorial day setting means 3 1 to set an individual memorial day as 
the electronic mail software of the gestalt 1 of the aforementioned implementation, and a personal information 
storage means 32 to memorize the personal information of an individual name, the address, and the mail 
address. 

[0052] According to the flow chart of drawing 8 , a procedure until it transmits the fixed form document mail 
by the electronic mail software of the gestalt 4 of this enforcement is explained below. 
[0053] In S32, it is waiting for the event of whether the user chose the mail creation or the user chose mail 
sending, the user chose the electronic mail software end, or the time interval specified beforehand left, and 
when one of events are inputted, it shifts to S33. 

[0054] In S33, it judges whether a personal information setup was chosen. When a personal information setup is 
chosen, it jumps to S34, and when that is not right, it shifts to S3 5. 

[0055] In S34, a memorial day called a birthday and a wedding anniversary is set up, and it returns by the 
individual memorized by the personal information storage means 32 at the event waiting of S32. 
[0056] In S35, it judges whether the mail creation was chosen. When a mail creation is chosen, it jumps to S37, 
otherwise, it shifts to S36. 

[0057] In S37, the shape of a New Year's card and a midsiunmer greeting, a Christmas card, and a fixed form 
document are created, and it saves for the fixed form document storage means 29, and returns to the event 
waiting of S32. 

[0058] It judges whether it is the event which shows that the time set beforehand came by S36. When it is the 
event which shows that the time set beforehand came, it jumps to S3 8, and when that is not right, it shifts to 
S42. 

[0059] In S3 8, a system time is read firom the date read-out means 34, and the present time is acquired with the 
date generation means 35. 

[0060] In S39, it judges whether it is in agreement with the time which read the fixed form document mail 
transmitting time memorized by the fixed form document storage means 29 from the fixed form document read- 
out means 30, and the present time. In not being in agreement, it returns to the event waiting of S32, and when 
in agreement, it shifts to S40. 

[0061] In S40, the mail address memorized by the personal information storage means 32 is read by the 
personal information read-out means 33, and the address which transmits a mail is acquired. 
[0062] In S41, the mail which created the content of the mail which reads the fixed form document memorized 
by the fixed form document storage means 29 from the fixed form document read-out means 30, and is 
transmitted with the mail generation means 37, and it was automatic and was created is transmitted, and it 
retums to the event waiting of S32. 

[0063] In S42, when it judges whether the end of electronic mail software was chosen and it is judged that the 
end was chosen, processing is ended, when it is judged that it was chosen except the end, processing 
corresponding to the event is performed, and it retums to the event waiting of S32.
